GROTON  FARMERS  AND  MECHANICS'  CLUB 
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General  Rules  and  Regulations 


1.  — Premiums  in  all  classes  open  to  all  surrounding  towns. 

2.  — Entry  blanks  can  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary  at  any  time. 

3.  — All  stock  and  other  articles  must  be  entered  in  the  name  of  the 
r»wner. 

4  — Premiums  paid  on  or  after  October  10th.  Premiums  not  called  for 
by  November  1st  will  revert  to  the  Club. 

5.  — No  liquor  selling  or  gaming  of  any  kind  will  be  allowed.  Parties 
attempting  it  will  lose  any  privileges  they  may  have  purchased  of  the 
Club. 

6.  — There  will  be  an  able  police  force  at  the  grounds  to  keep  order 
(They  will  be  instructed  to  enforce  Rule  5). 

7.  — The  Club  will  not  hold  itself  responsible  for  loss  or  damage  to  any 
articles  on  exhibition. 

8  — All  exhibits  shall  be  kept  on  the  grounds  until  after  three  o'clock 
P.M. 

g. — When  two  articles  in  the  same  class  are  adjudged  entitled  to  first 
Premium,  the  first  and  second  Premiums  will  be  equally  divided  between 
such  contestants. 

10.  — All  Premiums  awarded,  except  Trotting  Purses  and  Specials,  may 
be  liable  to  a  pro  rata  reduction  sufficient  to  meet  any  deficiency  that 
may  occur  in.  receipts,  to  meet  said  Premiums  and  other  expenses  of  the 
Fair. 

11.  — Any  exhibitor,  who,  in  any  way,  interferes  with  a  judge  when  en- 
gaged in  the  performance  of  his  duty  as  such,  or  seeks  to  influet<ce  his 
decision  by  suggestions  or  otherwise,  shall  be  debarred  from  competition 

for  the  Premiums  offered  under  the  class  of  said  judge. 

12.  — All  exhibitors  to  draw  Premiums  must  be  members  of  the  Club  by 
paying  a  fee  of  $1,00 

13.  — All  exhibits  must  be  arranged  by  9  o'clock  A.  M.  on  the  day  of 
the  Fair. 

14.  — In  addition  to  the  above  Rules  and  Regulations  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Club  will  be  in  force. 

15.  — Exhibitors  are  requested  to  send  a  list  of  entries  before  the  day  of 
the  Fair,  if  possible,  to  the  entry  clerk,  H.  W.  Taylor.
